SURVEY REPORT 


Outlook Over H.C.L. 


Doubt Expressed as to Success 
of Price Slashing 


Assert Business Curtailed and 
Everything Wrong. 


BY ARTHUR SEARS HENNING, 
(EXGIASIVE DISPATCH.) 
WASHINGTON, May 30.—Doubt 
that the retail price slashing of the 
lagt fortnight presages any genera) 
or permanent reduction of the high 
cost of living is expressel by the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board, in a survey of 
business conditions made publie to- 
dav. 
The board does not expect the 
cost of living to take any perma- 
nent downward trend until prodne- 
tion begins to overtake consumption 
demands. Its analysis strengthens 


the impression that price cuttin 
has been due to inforced liquidation 
of stocks by retailers, with wide- 
spread refusal of the public ta buy 
at excessive prices, an important 
factor in the phenomenon. 


BUSINESS SLOWING DOWN. 

In many lines of activity a slowing 
down of busines# is noted, hiefily 
due to shortage of labor strikes 
and the inability of the railroads 


to function adequately in transpor- 
tation of raw and finished materials. 
This is regarded as beneficial so far 
as it relates to production of luxu- 
ries, the board describing the “ef- 
}fort to limit credit to easential 
necessities” by voluntary agreement 
of bankers reached at the recent 
Washington conference which de- 
Aded that “caution must be ob- 
served and commitments mu@t be 
made only with discretion.” 
“Changes in pricys, as well as in 
both business and Credit conditions. 
occurring during the month of May 
have borne witness to the presence 
of disturbing factors, whose impor- 
tance and persistence are, however, 
as yet uncertain.” says the board. 
“Local reduction, =. retail prices 
have occurred at‘ a considerable 
number of points and have at least 
suggested the advent of @ serious 
modification of the price ievel 
throughout the country. 

“More careful analysis has shown 
that there has been no material al- 
teration in the underlying conditions 
affecting the situation, there being 
no decided increase in the volume 
of production sufficient to create a 
more normal relationship with con- 
sumption, no substantial change in 
the volume of credit extended, and 
no greater disposition to economize 
and invest than heretofore. The 
changes that have taken place can- 
not, therefore, be Igoked upon as in- 
dicating a modification of underlying 
conditions. They may, however, af- 
ford a basis for changes in business 
relationships that may roaden into 
more far-reaching alteration of the 
essential price structure 

SEVERE CURTAILMENT. 


“The continuance of difficulties 
and unrest, particularly in connec- 


tion with the raflroags, when added 
to the difficult situation produced by 
car shortage and lack of equipment, 
has caused considerable interruption 
to business operations and the 
whole outlook has been such as te 
bring about a severe curtailment in 
the volume of stock and securities 
transactions and to compel very ma- 
terial lessening tn the market value 
of Liberty bonds and of other se- 
curities of the first grade. ; 
“The Chicago district reported 
that a decided readjustment in eco- 
nomic conditions is anticipated, one 
factor in which is the growth of in- 
dications of general reductions of 
prices. The transportation and as- 
sociated difficulties noted elsewhere 
in the country appear to be ¢es- 
pecially acute in the Chicago dis- 
trict, while the labor situation shows 
1 im vement.”

COAL SITUATION ACUTE. 
The ‘coal situation its acute in 
many places. New York reports 
that railroads are more or less the 
victims of systematic sabotage at 
their terminals. The ¢ar supply ‘at 
the mines is only 30 per cent of 
normal, while the labor situation 
there is also unsettled. For April, at 
Lake ports coal shipments were 
about one-third of what they were 
in April, 1919. “Lake shippers will
